Creator 
Of 
“Sherlock 
Holmes” Known As 
Spiritualist 


LONDON, July 7.—Sir Ar­ 
thur Conan Doyle, noted nove­ 
list 
and 
spiritualist,

creator of the world-famed 
“Sherlock Holmes,” died here 
today at the age of 71 years. 
News of Sir Arthur’s death 
came as a definite shock to 
the country. He had been in 
fair health during the la.-t 
few months, although a year 
ago he was forced to take a

! cause of his general condition. 
Sir Arthur's death resulted from 
a heart attack. 
It was the gener­ 
ally weakening condition
